Coral Sea 
passes Sharm;

Political circles in Jerusalem said 
yesterday that they did not expect 
substantive replies for another two 
or three days from any of the ma- 
ritime powers to which Israel ap- 
pealed Sunday concerning the at- 
tack, Israel is hoping that the ma- 
ritime powers will make known 
publicly their grave concern over 
the terrorist attack, and its tmpli- 
cations for the freedom of naviga- 
tion all over the world.

Severai new buildings were put 
up near the bridges to house offi- 
einls who will check identity do- 
cuments and censor incoming mail.

Some of the visitors were ex- 
pected to arrive by air through Lod 
airport, although the bulk of the 
influx will come through the Al- 
lenby Bridge. The rest will cross 
the northern Damya Bridge, which 
is closer to the Nablus area. 

The Allenby Bridge was renova- 
ted recently by the Jordanian army, 
having been damaged by lest win- 
ter’s floods. Plans to re-open a third 
bridge — Abdullah, north of the 
Dead Sea — have not materialized. 

Jericho, which ts not a poputar 
summer resort because of its burn- 
ing desert heat, is evidently 
hoping for some good trade from 
the incoming and outgoing traffic 
eeross the nearby Allenby Bridge. 
Local taxi offices have prepared a 
fleet of cabs to transfer the visitors 
from here to their destinations on 
the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and 
Jerusalem. The local bus company, 
which runs the Jericho-Allenby 
‘Bridge line, has reinforced its fleet 
with a number of coaches brought 
from Jerusalem. 


REINFORCEMENTS 

Similar “reinforcements” were re- 
ported to have been brought In on 
the Jordanian side of the bridges, 
where travellers will be arriving 
Mmalnly from Amman, The ‘Jorda- 
mian capital is said to be crowded 
already with Israel-bound visitors, 
mostly arriving from Saudi Arabia 
and the oil-rich Gulf states. 

This summer's record influx seems 
to be accountable, to an extent, to 
the apparent relaxation of tension 
in Jordan. In addition, the visits 
have grown into something of a 
tradition among many families. 

Judging by the numbers due to 
cross the Jordan, many Arabs ap- 
pear to be sceptical of terrorist 
claims of military activity in the 
‘West Bank. The terrorists, in an 
obvious effort to deter the flow of 
summer visitors, have recently been 
stepping up their propaganda, re- 
ferring to Jordan’s “massacres” of 
Palestinians on the one hand, and, 
on the other, of military activity 
“throughout the occupied land in- 
cluding Jerusalem and Tel Aviv,”

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No action taken 
on power strikers

The (Management of the Hlectric 
Corporation will not sue its work- 
era for failing to gerve the com- 
pany strike notice, 2s required by 
law. This was stated by General- 
Manager Ya'acov Khoushy in Halfa 
yesterday. 

Citing his reasons for the deci- 
sion, Mr. Khoushy sald that, in hia 
opinion, eny court action would only 
aggravate the situation. As for the 
electricity supply, he relied on the 
“conscience of the workers not to 
take any steps that would harm 
the public." 

Observers in Haifa sald last night 
that Mr. Khoushy was reluctant 
to take the viclation to court, be- 
cause he himself was responsible 
for the agreement which granted 
the workers increases far beyord 
the Hmits of the package deal. Mr. 
Khoushy, 68, due for retirement 
soon, is clearly unwilling to fight 
& major battle over pay increases 
with the workers. 

Our economic correspondent in 
Jerusalem adds: The Government is 
preparing no measures against the 
strike so far — but is plainly re- 
stgned to 118 occurrence. “It will be 
up to the nation at large to make 
its reaction felt when the Ughts go 
out,” one eminent personality said 


yesterday. 

Queried about the Government's 
intervention in a matter which 
should concern only management 
and labour, a senior official told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that, 
“the State owns 87 per cent of the 
Shares in a company which — even 
after the rise in tariffs that the 
Government has authorized — will 
still have a deficit of IL.24m. This 
assumes the price index will not 
rise by more than five per cent 
during this year. If it does (gnd 
it went up by 3.8 per cent in the 
first four months), then every extra 
percentage point will: increase the 
deficit by IL3.4m. (because most of 
the IEC'’s debts are Index-linked). 

INCREASE THE DEFICIT 

“Under the circumstances, what 
should the owners of a company do 
when the workers now claim a five 
per cent benefit — which will in- 
crease the deficit by yet another 
ILtm.? These workers (those in 
permanent employment) already 
earn 12,500 a month on the ave- 
rage; 88 per cent of them get more 
than 111,000 a month gross, in- 
cluding overtime. Their present de- 
mand ἰ5 a breach of the collective 
agreement, their strike is not ap- 
proved by the Histadrut, and ma- 
nagement never signed any agree- 
ment granting the disputed bene- 
fits,” the official said.

Black Panthers staged a notably peaceful demonstration in Jeru: 
salem yesterday. In Te] Aviv, however, Panthers who had come down 
from the Capital in order to organize a demonstration in the Hatikva 
Quarter, were forcibly evicted by local residents. 


In the Capital, Panthers staged 
a relatively quiet march through 
the heart of the city. It waa ob- 
vious that both the Panthers and 
the police were doing their utmost 
to avoid a confrontation. The or- 
derly demonstration wag in sharp 
contrast to the riot that broke out 
last month when tse Panthers at- 
tempted ἃ similar march. 

Yesterday's event began at about 
4.30 at Menora Square, where about 
1,000 persons gathered to hear 
several Panther speakers. The 
crowd then marched through the 
centre of town, down Ben Yehuda 
Street to Zion Square where — 
despite the fact that they bad been 
forbidden by the police to re-name 
the square — some Panthers ‘scal- 
ed a pole and hung 2 sign reading 
“Kikar Yahadut Hamizrah” (Orien- 
tal Jewry Square). 

The marchers proceeded to Beit 
Agron; and while the crowd waited 
in the plaza outside, Panther lead- 
ers presented a petition to a re- 
presentative of Police Minister 
Shlomo Hillel (who hag his office 
in the bujiding, but was in the 
Knesset at the time). 

Apert from several shotts call- 
ing on Premier Golda Meir to re- 
eign, and chants calling Mr, Hillel 
a “traitor’ — an apparent refe- 
rence to the ‘Minister’s Iraqi 
origin and ‘his present job as Po- 
lice Minister — all waa quiet until 
six o’clock when the demonstrators 
dispersed. 


Residenta of Tel Aviv's Hatikva 
Quarter were less peaceful — but 
their ire was not directed against 
the hundreds of policemen who had 
flooded the area in expectation of 
@ riot. They mobilized instead 
against the Panthers who had come 
from Jerusalem to organize a de- 
monstration, What might have turn- 
ed into a bloody riot became a hu- 
miliating rout for the Panthers — 
and ἃ cargival for local children. 

‘When a delegation of Panthers 
arrived in the neighbourhood, they 
were immediately confronted by 
large crowds of teenagers who 
evicted them amid fiying rocks and 
curses. 

4g they approached the Quarter, 
one of the Jerusalem Panthers, who 
the crowd later identified ag Eddy 
Malka, stood atop a truck and 
started cailing to the crowd to 
“show the Ashkenazis what we can 
do.” As he started speaking about 
discrimination, the.crowd around him 
started shouting. Soon the scene 
was one of broken loudspeakers 
and torn posters, 

The crowd chanted “Panthers go 
away” ‘and “We don’t want you in 
Hatikva Quarter.” Police had a 
hard time pulling Malka out of the 
mob. Soon afterwards the Panthers 
announced that they had ‘decided to 
call off the demonstration.” 

At about 6.00 p.m. the police de- 
cided to call it a day. The crowds 
dispersed soon afterwards.
